(R-Wash) said 
opponents will “do all we can” 
to eliminate certain features of 
the measure. 
Senator 
Spark­ 
man (D-Ala), the author, told 
a reporter he thoug ht there are 
very g ood prospects that the sen­ 
ate will approve the bill as it now 
, stands. 
Cain disclosed that the oppo­ 
sition is not in full ag reement as 
to what it doesn’t like in the bill. 
He said three sections—coopera­ 
tive housing , disposition of war­ 
time permanent housing , and pri­ 
vate loans to ÿ eteram>-~are un­ 
der fire from various directions. 
The cooperative feature calls 
for $ 500,000.000 in loans for co­ 
operatives. with 
the 
provision 
that the President can authorize 
another $ 500.000,000 if he deems 
necessary. The loans would run 
for 50 years at 3 per cent inter­ 
est. Sparkman said the money 
would be used as a revolving 
fund. 
Helps Veterans 
The bill also would make avail­ 
able $ 300,000,000 to the Veterans 
Administration for direct hous­ 
ing loans to GI’s, provided pri­ 
vate financing is not available,

The purpose was to destroy Mi Hoover as the 
world s foremost symb ol of Christian conservatism. 
It was to ob literate, if possib le, the restraints which 
had kept him and most of his predecessors in the 
White House from doing things which would b e 
contrary to pub lic policy as viewed b y a man 
whose iife was dedicated to the sanctity of indi­ 
viduals 
There have b een a few men m Ihe presidency of 
whom it could b e said that they gave America 
no cause for fear. Mr. Hoover wes one of them. His 
countrymen understand his personal principles in 


194 9 , mey viewed them in 1032 a* impediments 
to government action. That was a handicap in 
politics then, b ecause people were in a mood for 
action They wanted the government to do some­ 
thing in e hurry—Anything And they found politi­ 
cian» who were willing to satisfy their demand for 
action 
Mr Hoover was retired from pub ic life He had 
never b een a politician and could not play the 
political game, yet it had b een his fate to meet, 
head-on, the greatest political juggernaut of the 
20th century Its masters made politics! capital of 
his ineptitude in politics. As recently as 1048, 
they aere still smearing his reputation. These 
things must b e recalled in order to understand 
why Mr Hoover at 75 is a unique figure. 
There was a reaction from his b ad treatment 
at the hands of politicians. His countrymen realised 
that there are qualitiea vastly more valuab le than 
merely b eing a good politician. They learned to 
appreciate Mr, Hoover’s value as a lifelong hu­ 
manitarian. They recognised his outstanding ab il­ 
ity as an organiser of information and 
human 
skills. 
They respected him for his flawless intregrity. 
He did not change his mind from year to year to 
suit the shifting winds of opinion They liked him 
for his sportsmanship. And as the years accumu­ 
lated and Mr. Hoover continued to serve his fel- 
lowmen as a matter of privilege, asking nothing 
in return, they loved him for his humanitarianism 
Mr, Hoover is going to make a pub lic address 
Wednesday night. He will » peek from the campus 
of Iceland Stanford university, his alms mater. 
All four major networks will relay his message. 
It will b e essentially the same speech thit Mr. 
Hoover has made many times b efore. He will talk 
ab out self-reliance. • esnse of service and the 
b lessing of freedom b estowed on mankind b y the 
creator to b e cherished and handed down to pos­ 
terity. He will speak of the things which have 
medt America greet and have reused it to b e 
despised b y those who never have understood the 
American vision.

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Guarding Your Health

Fatigue is the normal result 
of effort. A hard day'* work or a 
full day'i play will each b ring 
ab out a feeling of tiredness. But 
fatigue is also a frequent symptom 
of disease, particularly when it is 
present most of the time and 
without any actual expenditure of 
energy to account for it. 
Strenuous mental work, as well 
as emotional strain, will use up 
energy and produce 
a feeling of 
tiredness. In some people, the 
cause of undue fatigue seems to 
lie in a lack of b alance b etween 
the storage of energy and its ex­ 
penditure. 
In these cases the 
b ody's ab ility to restore itself 
after mental or physical exertion 
is not up to par. 
Fatigue develops in long-con­ 
tinued infections and, in such 
cases, it may b e due to the taking 
up of poisons or toxins resulting 
from the infections. On the other 
hand, it may come from anemia 
or lessening of the color of the 
b lood produced b y the infection. 
Diabetic Person 
Fatigue occurs in patients with 
diab etes and in these cases it may 
b e due to the patient's inab ility to 


use sugar which is circulating in 
the b lood. On the other hand, a 
condition known as hyperinsulin- 
ism, in which the pancreas se­ 
cretes too much insulin, thus re­ 
ducing the b lood sugar to 
a low 
level, also may b e a cause for 
fatigue. 
Disturb ances of the b lood and 
severe anemia interfere with the 
ab ility of the b lood to carry oxy­ 
gen to the tissues. The same thing 
may happen in cases of heart 
failure. 
A feeling of extreme 
fatigue may b e present in these 
conditions. 
Cancer may cause some damage 
to the b lood-producing tissues* in 
the b one marrow with anemia and 
resulting extreme fatigue. 
The fatigue of tub erculosis is 
prob ab ly due to the taking up of 
toxins or poisons formed b y the 
infection. 
Addison’s Disease 
There is a disorder known as 
Addison's disease, due to lack of a 
secretion from the glands known 
as the adrenal glands, which are 
located just ab ove the kidney. Fa­ 
tigue is an outstanding symptom 
of this disorder.

Fatigue is present in toxic goit­ 
er in which there is an excessive 
secretion from the thyroid gland 
in the neck. This type of fatigue 
is prob ab ly b rought on b y the 
speeding up of the chemical ac­ 
tivities of the b ody. 
Fatigue is also present in hard­ 
ening of the arteries, poisoning 
with various metals, in chronic 
kidney disease, and in acute and 
chronic liver infections. 
Many patients who experience 
undue fatigue b elieve that it is a 
simple matter to determine just 
why such a symptom should b e 
present. But with such a variety 
of causes, it is easy to see that 
only a thorough and complete 
study can determine just which 
one may b e active in a particular 
case. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
R. E. D.: What causes excessive 
swelling b elow the eyes? 
Answer: Puffiness under the 
eyelids frequently comes from 
lack of rest and sleep. 
It may 
b e b ecause there is some disturb ­ 
ance in the water b alance in the 
b ody. 
Some individuals have 
tissues which hold more water 
than others, and it is this collec­ 
tion ¡of 
fluid in the b ody which 
causes puffiness under the eyes. 
There is no need to worry ab out 
this matter, for the condition can 
cause no troub le.

METHODIST BISHOP 


ATTACKS CATHOLIC 


PLOT AGAINST LAW 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 —(AP) 
—G. Bromley Ox nam, Meth odist 
bish op of th e New York area, ac­ 
cused th e Roman Cath olic leader­ 
sh ip last nigh t of killing th e pro­ 
posals in congress for federal aid 
to public sch ools. 
In a radio interview h e said 
Francis Cardinal Spellman’s “per­ 
sonal attack” on Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was a part of a 
“coldly calculated plan” of th e 
Cath olic h ierarch y . 
He said th is plan was “design­ 
ed to deny federal aid to public 
sch ools, unless th e h ierarch y can 
get its h ands into th e public treas­ 
ury and secure‘millions for th e 
support of paroch ial education.” 
Cardinal Spellman recently ac­ 
cused Mrs. Roosevelt, widow of 
President Roosevelt, of anti-Cath ­ 
olic bias “unworth y of an Ameri­ 
can moth er” after sh e h ad op­ 
posed th e use of federal funds for 
non-public sch ools. Mrs. Roose­ 
velt denied any such bias and 
said God will be th e final judge 
of th e worth iness of all h uman 
beings. 
Bish op Ox nam said th e Ameri­ 
can people h ave recently learned 
th at federal aid to education is 
dead for th is session of congress, 


and most of th em deplore 
the 
fact. 
Bish op Ox nam also said th ere 
is a “striking parallel between 
th e organizational structure and 
meth od of th e world-wide Com­ 
munist political party and th e 
world-wide Roman Cath olic po­ 
litical party . Both are totalitarian. 
Both seek control of th e minds of 
men every wh ere. Both practice 
ex communication, 
ch aracter as­ 
sassination, and economic repri­ 
sals.” 
In New York, Cardinal Spell­ 
man could not be reach ed for 
comment.

Strandlund borrowed $35.500,000 
from the government, put up $1,- 
000 of his own money and his 
patent rights, and set up his Lus­ 
tron Corp., to mass produce pre­ 
fabricated houses. 
Strandlund and officials of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpor­ 
ation, who made the loans, told 
the story to the house banking 
and currency committee yester­ 
day,. 
Sees Profit 
Strandlund had told the com­ 
mittee his 
company 
is 
within 
sight of making money on its 
venture, but that he will need 
even more RFC millions to tide 
it over. 
At the conclusion of the com­ 
mittee’s inquiry, Rep. Cole (R- 
Kans), who had questioned the 
witnesses sharply, told a report­ 
er: 
"Congress must close the doors 
against any more deals like this 
one, But whether we should 
pinch off further loans to Lus­ 
tron, and possibly force its col­ 
lapse and the loss of probably a 
big share of 
the 
$35,500,003 — 
that’s another matter, 
I 
just 
don't know what to say.” 
Strandlund told the committee 
his corporation is losing abrnt 
$1,000,000 a month now, but will 


be 
making 
a profit within 90 
days, and he hopes to pay back 
the loans within six years. Some 
of the loans fall due in Septem­ 
ber. 
Strandlund said the company 
is turning out a prefabricated 
house every 20 minutes during 
an eight hour shift, five days 
a week. 
Richard C, Dyas, an RFC offi­ 
cial, told the committee “ this 
plant can produce the houses, 
there is no question of that,” 
and that there is a "tremendous” 
potential market for the struc­ 
tures in the mass housing mar­ 
ket.
